St. Monica’s Catholic congregation 
at Mishawaka, of which Rev. Father 
Kohl is pastor, on Monday announced 
the purchase of a valuable property in 


the city, which will be used as the cite: 


for a new church. The consideration 
was not disclosed. A new building 
to be erected will probably cost in 
the neighborhood of. between $85,000 
and $100,000. St. Monica’s has a 
membership of 350 families and a 
school enrollment of 300 children. The 
church is one of the youngest’in Mis- 
hawaka. It was organized on July 1, 
1915. Rev. John H. Bleckman now de- 
ceased, was the first pastor. The total 
value of the church property is now 
estimated at $75,000. exclusive of the 
recent purchase. St. Monica’s now 
owns 140 feet of ground on Mishawa- 
ka avenue from Ann street east, and 
165 feet on Grove street covering 
nearly half a block.

been effected. Out of six hundred | 
acres, of which the farm attached to 
the establishment consists, a large | 
portion has been cleared. fully stock- | 
ed, improved, and piaced under till-| 
age. A spacious college, two chapels, | 
seven workshops for mechanical | 
trades, and a noviciate have been | 
erected. 

The University was chartered by | 
the Legislature of the State of In-' 
diana in the winter of 1843, with full | 
powers to.confer degrees and exercise | 
the ether faculties of the most favored 
establishment in our land for colleg- 
late education. It is under the imme- 
diate direction and charge of the 
Priests of the Holy Cross, but the 
community, by which the institution 
was founded, consists of two branches, 
the “Priests of the Holy Cross” and 
the “Brothers of St. Joseph.” 

The Priests of the Holy Cross were 
founded by the celebrated and Rev. 
B. Moreau, who is also the founder 
of the monastery of the Good Shep- 
herd, and of the Sisters, of N. D. 
Douleur, a branch of which was lately 
established at Bertrand, Michigan, 
five. miles from the University of 
Notre-Dame-du-Lac. The Brothers of | 
St, Joseph was established about 265 | 
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the Holy Cross, whére he may receive 
a full, thorough, finished education, in 
all he departments of art, science, and 
literature. But they do not stop here. 
Their objects are still more compre- 
hensive! They contemplate to teach 
trades to poor children, as well as 
secular learning, and for this purpose 
they have already erected seven mech- 
anical shops around the University, 
viz: for the trades of the carpenter,

2 a ‘NOT CONTENTIOUS IN DEFENDING 
THE FAITH. 

Nothing can be more foreign to the spirit of the Church 

than contention. Like her divine Founder she speaks with 

authority; and if men choose to reject that authority, she 
héte them alone in their bad faith, in the hands of their 
Judge. She would have her children at peace with al! men. 
She would have them keep their eyes on themselves, pro- 
vide for their own salvation, without contentiously volun- 
teering their solicitude in behalf of others. 

From the natural badness of the human heart, there 
. Springs a certain pride of opinion which unfortunateifdoes 
“hot leave even the adherents to truth. Influenced 1 vt this, 
we often forget the homage due to truth, and unconsciously 
get a habit of esteeming it not for its intimate excellence, 
but because we hold it. From worshippers of the True, we 
puff ourselves vainly into its patrons and guardians. Hence, 
When we_hear misrepresentations of Catholic Doctrine, we 
‘are angry not so much because truth is injured’ and God 
offended, as because we are calumniated. And hence in re- 
“plying to these misrepresentations, we consider not whether 
our reply will tend to honor God and the truth, but rather 
how we can satisfy our own personal feelings. Every Cath- 
Olic should persuade himself (what common sense dictates) 
that it is important to defend Catholic Doctrine: Not be- 
- Cause he is a Catholic, but because God wishes it defended 
- for the salvation of mankind. Wherefore only if those cir- 
eumstances in which his defence will tend. to the salvation 
of men, should it be volunteered. According to this prin- 
ciple all mere wrangling on religious topics is improper. 
We should never vindicate the truth for the gratification of 
personal pride, where our vindication will exeite new evils. 
When a man attacks us in a spirit of contetion with a desire 
for a persona! triumph, we had better be silent than speak. 
If his insinuations are insulting, his sarcasms stinging, his 
misrepresentations outrageous, no matter. We cannot con- 
vince him by talking, and it is not our business to take ven- 
@earice on his bad faith. God is his Judge. In sacrificing 
our personal vanity to truth, we shall but imitate our Divine 
Exemplar. Jesus Christ. When He wags brought before the 
Jewish High Priest He refused to defend Himself against 
the most extravagant charges, or resent the most outrageous 
assertions, because He saw they were advanced in a spirit of 
eavil and malignity. When after having been scourged, and 
crowned with thorns, He was exhibited by the craven,Pilate 
to the people, what an opportunity He had of vindicating 
Himself before the multitude! How withering might have 
been His rebuke of the hypocrisy of the Scribes and Phari- 
sees, who in the name of God, were clamoring for the death 
of the Son of God! How seathing to the brutal rabble to 
call to mind the sick He had healed, the poor He had com- 
‘forted, the oppressed He had defended, the dead He had 
brought to life, and then to raise His bleeding arms and 
point to His pierced hands and ask if this was gratitude to 
a benefactor; welcome to a Savior, hospitality to a God who 
came ‘“‘to dwell amongst men!’ How touching would it 
have been to remind them of the many kindnesses He had 
exercised toward them and to repeat the words of the 
Prophet, “My people, what have I done to thee? or in what 
have | grieved thee?” But.He was silent because He saw 
that the multitude were pitedetérmined, that justly, or un- 
justly—-they cared nottwhieh—He should die. He was 
silent, because He nanny ventice and truth would only be 
outraged the more, by a#much as He should make their in- 
justice and falsehood ‘more glaring, that the ingratitude 
they were determined to exercise, would only receive a 
blacker hue from the increased deliberation with which, 
should He expose-it-to them, it would be perpetrated. 

So ought Catholics to be silent to the charges of ex 
professo calumniators. When men actuated by pride of 
opinion and party spirit, declare that they’ “would rather 
submit to the Devil than to the Pope’—that is, they are de- 
termined to- gratify their passions whatever be the conse- 
quences, charity commands us to be silent. . Let them alone. 
By noticing them you but gratify their pride and iticrease 
their obstinancy—you do not serve truth. 

In saying, however, that we ought not reply to calumni- 
ators, we would not be understood to prescribe silence as to 
their calumnies.. We mean not that falsehood should be left 
uncontradicted, to be swallowed by tne ignorant, but only 
that it should not be contradicted in the spirit of contention. 
Our refutations should be directed not to the deceivers, but 
to the deceived. In writing or speaking for these, we do not 
object to the use of those harsh epithets; without which. un- 
fortunately, the course of malignant anti-Catholics cannot 
be described. . But let. them not be used in’a spirit of harsh- 
ness or personal vindictiveness. Thus “mercy and truth 
meet each other, justice and peace commingle.” We speak 
not.in a spirit of contention; were our own feelings con- 
cerned we would not open our lips. But we speak for the 
sake of charity, for love of the man we are addressing,
